Try One And Be Convinced. 


The meeting of the board of mayor 


and aldermen on Thursday evening 
lasted one and a half hours. Acsidst 
the transactions, two stand out promi 
nently—the appointment of tax collec- 
tor for the ensuing year and instruc- 
tions io the city solicitor to collect from 
John "W. Kelley a sum paid him by the 
city, wLile he was city solicitor, for 
putting a billx through the legislature 
Although it was stormy, all the mem. 
bers of the board were in tueir seats, 
as if they scented important business. 


Two minor petitions were first dis- 


posed of. One from the N%w England 
Telephone and Telegraph company for 
permission to erect a pole in front of 
Philbrick block, for the support of a 
sigo, was referred to the committee on 
streets. The other, from Company B, 
N. H. N. G, asking the-city to put 
additional lights in their armory, went 
to the committee on street lighting. 


The report of tLe board of water 


commissioners was accepted and adopt- 
ed for insertion in the city report. 
It 


shows 845,185.58 in receipts and $38,- 
437.24 in expenditures—a balance on 
hand of S6.748.34 


The annual report of the city auditor, 
ich was also accepted, shows bills 


mounting to $2093.75 approved.

Before any actiou 
was taken upoc it, Mayor Page was 
ailed ont by a committee from the 
.emocratic mayoralty caucus, who nc- 
ified him of his renomination, and a 
ecess of

Leadquarters to acknowledge and ac- 
ept the favor bestowed upon him. 


When the session was resum°d, upon 


motion of Aid. Parsons it was voted to 
lot accept the bequest in behalf of the 
ity and hold it in trust. 


Aid. Parsons then called up the bills 


•gainst the city which City Solicitor 
3mery, in his report, claimed bad been 
llegally paid, and moved that the so- 
icitor be instructed to collect this 
money and refund it to the city treas- 
ury. 


Aid. Bates presented a communica- 


tion from former City Solicitor John 
W. Kelley, in wLich the latter defended 
lis bill of one hundred dollars against 
.he city for services in drafting and 
obbying through the legislature a bill 
'or the relief of the city of Portsmouth. 
The previous board of aldermen had 
authorized the payment of this sum to 
Mr. Kelley. 


After the communication had been 


read by the chair, the report of City 
Solicitor Emery Was re-read in accord- 
ance with the desire of Aid. Bates. 


The latter then made quite a lengthy 


speecL in behalf of Mr. Kelley. 
He 


characterized City Solicitor Emery "a re 
port as partial, as it recommended 
the payment of bills of a similar na- 
ture for work done by other than the 
city officials upon whom it properly de- 
volved, and argued that Mr. Kelley 
ought not to be discriminated against 


In reply, City Solicitor Emery said 


that Mr, Kelley was employed as city 
solicitor at a stated salary and was sup 
posed to Lave no aide fees, therefore his 
bill for his services at Concord was uu 
just. 
Furthermore, he continued, i 


was impossible for this board of alder 
men or any other to ratify the action o 
the previous board in ordering the pay 
ment of this sum to Mr. Kelley. 
have looked up the law thoroughly on 
this point," Le said. 


Aid. Parsons arose to inquire if th 


city would have felt liio paying Mr 
Kelley that amount, had ho failed t 
get the bill throngh tho legislature.

In telling the experience of himself and ] 
his eiew y«--;terday Captain Somers said: 


"We left Charleston on Friday, Feb. , 


2'.'. 
Oi, the following day the wind had 


risen to u gale from the southeast, and at 
4 p. in., while we were off FryiiJK Pan 
liglit*liip. it was1, blowing so hard that we 
reefed all sails and hove to on the star- 
board tack.

''The wind kept increasing until it had 


reached « heavy gjile at H p. m. The seas 
also were running high, and the schooner 
was laboring heavily and leaking, and the 
docks were all awash. 
The hand and 


steam pumps were kept going, but we 
were unable to make any headway.

pumiN were sounded at midnight, and 
then it was found the water was up to 
the top of the keelson. 


"The wind and sea continued in all 


tht'ir severity, and at -4 a. in. on Sunday 
we took in the foresail, with the gale still 
increasing. The barometer at that horn 
registered U!).(iO, and the leak gained so 
that by daylight the water had reached 
the chain locker and had put out the fire 
under the boiler of the donkey engine. 
The Ward also hud listed over until her 
lee rail was under water. 
The after 


cabin was lull of water, and the heavy 
list had started the deckload, 


'•Preparations then wore made for leav- 


ing the vessel. A boat was made ready 
and canned provisions and fresh watei 
wen1 got out and placed in it. At .~i:30 a. 
in. the weather bad cleared some, and thf 
wind bad veered around to the west, but 
by 8 o'clock the schooner was laboring sc 
heavily that slit- threatened to turn over, 
and the mainsail was cut away, as it 
could not be taken in. This allowed hei 
to ride easier. :is she lay with her head 
nearly into the sea. The sea wa« so heavy 
that it was useless for us to try to launch 
our smnll boat. It could not have lived. 


Se«» Swept the D«?ek«. 


•'The deckload of tit"; gradually kept 


washing away, and the fore hatch, hav- 
ing been worked off by the surging watei 
in the hold, stnrtcd to work out of it. At 
the Kami' time the sea was breaking ovtu 
the vessel from all quarters, making it 
extremely ditlicult for the crew to hang 
on. One enormous sea (hat was shipped 
oft and swept the whole length forward 
almost washed all hands overboard. 


"For the fil's't time a vessel came ic 


sight on Sunday evening. It wa^ a thruc 
masted schooner, which passed about two 
milrs away, hut H paid no attention to 
our signals of fH«tre<i<i. "\Ve spent Sunday 
niglit in the rigging, suffering terribly 
from the hitter cold, and when the morn- 
ing broke the wind was northwest and 
the cold Incrcavmicr. 


"To our great relief we sighted tin 


steamer Kl 1'uso bearing down on us at 
S::tO a. iu. ou Monday. In :i short time all 
hands were safely on board her. and wi 
were provided with food and dry cloth- 
ing.

Despite the optimistic reports helio- 


graphe*_*"from the beleaguered city it is 
known to the war office that the garrison 
is almost at its last gasp. 


This is not so much on account of lack 


of proviuio*ls or ammunition, which are 
not yet exhausted, although the report 
that a convoy had been thrown into the 
city is now authoritatively stated to be 
untrue, as because of the poisonous wa- 
ter from the Klip river and the unhealthy 
effects of the moist heat on the restrict- 
ed area in -which the garrison has no 
choice of residence. 


All the few spots sheltered from bom- 


bardment were 'speedily filth polluted. 
Even those who escaped fever, dysentery 
or diarrhea have now reached a state of 
low vitality. 


The garrison cnu still man the trenches 


and can probably hold its own against a 
last desperate assault by the Boers, but 
it is unable to make a strong offensive 
move. 
The Water All Bad. 


The water of the Klip river, and none 


else is available for drinking, is thick 
with decaying nnimhl mutter and is horri- 
bly contaminated by the Boer camps. 


The Boers are well aware of the des- 


peruto condition of the besieged and ap- 
pear confident that they can not only 
maintain the siege, but also block Buller. 


There is sure tr> be heavy fighting be- 


fore the two Victoria cross generals 
shake hands. '" Apparently the elaborate 
Grobe'lcr's kloof and Ohderbroek works 
still remain in Boer hands. 


Before his right Bnller has the biggest 


nut to crack thafhas yet presented itself. 
If the iBoers stand on Buhvhana moun- 
tain. which they fortified and occupied a 
long time ago and on which Buller re- 
ports they are seen on the top as well as 
on the lower slopes, it will take a su- 
preme effort by Buller's entire force to 
dislodge them and will entail terrific 
slaughter. 


It is said in well informed circles rtiut 


when the fomplett- returns are received 
of Buller's losses in the last ten days' 
fighting the/J- will amount to 3,000, while. 
the same authority is tff the opinion that 
Roberts' casualties in his operations 
against Cronje will total close to 2,000, 
The war office returns, which dribble out 
in small installments, fall for short of 
these figures at present.

THE MURDEROUS LAKE LAMPREY QF. 
'• " 
CENTRAL NEW YORK. 


It IK S«U to Be the 
Mont Blood-

What is the most bloodthirsty and fero- 


cious aminal'in-the world? Not ihc lion, 
nor the tiger, nor any rtlatm-s which are 
i heir*. It is the lake lamprey of central 
X»'W York. This animal is not an «d; 
most naturalists rwvntly have denied him 
a<hui&&Uin even into the class of iishe-s. 
The most they will grant is that hfc is a 
flshlike animal. The lamprey is the low- 
est iorui of animal life iu which the ani- 
mal has a backbone or, as the naturalists 
would say, is "vertebrate, "which w found 
in this rvgiou. The adult life of a lake 
lamprey i» about thive years, and he de- 
v«ji»-s that tinje to killing fish, drinking 
their blood and eating their llesh. He is 
not only bloodihirsty, but he is lazy. To 
save himself the trouble of swimming he 
will attach himself to the bottom of a Ix-at 
going in tho direction he wants to travel 
or to some fish whicli he does not particu- 
larly fancy, but which will do for trans- 
portation purposes, and hang on until he 
yets to his destination; meantime lunch- 
ins; on the transportation lish. 


The lake lamprey has a mouth trigger 


than . his head, and the mouth is armed 
with rows of sharp teeth, pointed like tho 
teeth of a tiger. Around the disk of its 
mouth the animal has a soft; membrane, 
which readily fits tightly over any object; 
by suction when tho pistonlike tongue is 
drmvn back, making a partial vacuum. 
Then it saws away with tho sharp pointed 
teeth whiuh clothe its tongue and chews 
with tiie 150 other teeth which stud its 
juouth until it has worn through the thick 
skin or scales of its victim. Thus it drinks 
blood aud cats flesh until the fish dies or 
the lamprey decides to change its diet by 
attacking another species of fish. 


Lampreys hunt .individually, male and 


female alike killing and maiming right 
nnd left. Besides the dead fish which are 
found in tho lakes of central-New York 
killed by tho Uunpreys'hundreds are found 
swimming about either covered with scars 
or horribly mutilated, so that their death 
is only a, question of a short time. 


Professor Gage siys that the lamprey 


does as much to reduce the stock of food 
fish in Lake Caynga, as the work of all the 
fishermen combined. 
And yet when the 


cutthroat isn't occupied in crime his ca- 
pacity for innocent enjoyment and his 
pleasures in a domestic life are just as great 
us those oi any other animal. About the 
middle of April the male lamprey leaves 
the particular victim xipon whic-h he has 
been feeding aud starts up some stream 
running into the lake to establish a. home. 


Mr. H. A. Surface of the department of 


vertebrate zoology of Cornell university, in 
summarizing Professor Gage's story of the 
life and adventures of the lamprey, say.s: 
"It not infrequently occurs that from the 
natural inclination of the stream or from 
some of man's obstructions there are rap- 
ids or dams to be surmounted. Nothing 
daunted, the lamprey swims up just as far 
as possible by a tremendous effort, grasp- 
ing a stone or other ohjcct so that ho can- 
not be carried down stream again, rests 
for awhile and by a powerful bunding and 
straightening of the serpentine body a 
leap is made in the right direction, and 
what is gained is savc-dliy again fastening 
the mouth to u fixed object. This goes on 
tintil the obstacle is surmounted,-if it is 
not"too great.--Then without-delay f.he 
lamprey pushes up stream until clear wa- 
t;er and numerous ripples arc found. Just 
above some ripple the lamprey begins to 
make ready a secure place for a new gen- 
eration." 


The male arrives first and begins the 


nest building, lie takes up stones with 
his strong mouth, nicely arranges them as 
d foundation and generally prepares things 
for housekeeping. Ho works hard for a 
few days, and then Mrs. Lamprey arrives 
to help put the new house in order. The 
pair labor away until they have construct- 
ed a basin, or iu some cases a ditch, across 
the bed of the stream. Then the lampreys 
are at home. 


When the eggs arc laid, they sink to the 


bottom, and the lampreys cover them up 
with sand, using their tails as shovels. 
' \Yhen the young lampreys are hatched, 


they burrow in the sand like small angle 
worms. It is at. least two years before 
they arc old enough to go down to the 
luko and take tip the predatory life of thoir 
ancestors. Mr. Surface says, ''It is possi- 
bly from the habits of young lampreys 
that the authors of onr First Readers 
justified.themselves in the statement'Eels 
live in the sand." " 
-• Now, while tho terrible lake .lamprey 
devotes all his life to eating except his 
brief period of housebuilding and dbmcs- 
•ticity, there -is another kind of lamprey 
' found in central New York which has 


never been known to «vt at all:' This is 
-the brook lamprey, which is never found 
in tho hikes, but is common in small 
streams. It is supposed that he does all 
his eating before he becomes a real lam- 
prey—in the larval period, as the scien- 
tists say—and is never hungry afterward. 
As it takes him two or three years to de- 
velop into a real lamprey and he lives only 
a few months after he is developed, this 
seems likely, or it may bo that when he 
grows up and sees the horrible gluttony of 
his lake cousins he is so disgusted that he 
deliberately starves himself to death. 


The lamprey tribe does not seem to bo 


able to do any thing in a, sensible and lyod- 
eratc manner. Here arc two first cousins, 
one of whom starves himself to death and 
the other of whom kills and cats every- 
thing lie comes across. The lamprey's 
original and normal home is tho sea, and 
it exists in its original form today in the 
seas which wash tho shores of Europe and 
North Amorica. It is not, however, the 
mutton fish, or ling, which the fishermen 
in the salt waters about here call lampreys, 
but n fishliko animal, more resembling its 
cousins of tho lakes in form. In tho 
changes of the earth's periods tho salt sen 
lamprey found itself landlocked in the 
fresh water lakes of central New York. 
It 


might have gone up there to spawn when 
a river connected the lakes with saltwater 
and have been caught there by some clos- 
ing np of the stream by which it had de- 
scended. At any rate, it lias been able to 
adapt itself ton fresh water life the year 
round and has grown, as tho yours go on, 
smaller in si/.e nnd more uniform in color, 
to bi-coino tho ravenous, bloodthirsty uni- 
jnal it, is. 


Sea lampreys aro sometimes used as food 


now and used to bo esteemed delicacies. 
Henry 1 of Kngland is said to have died 
.from eating too many lampreys.—NW 
'York Press.

The conditions in Ladysmith are now 


belter understood. It transpires that 
ever sinco the middle of January, tho 
horsei have been half starved and ill, 
and so weak that they were unfit to 
drag wagons or 
bear cavalrymen. 


Hence, tho garrison was quite unable to 
many any dashes out upon the invest- 
ing linn of Boers and render assistance 
to General Huller. All the horses were 
carefully save.l for food. This latest 
information nullifies the disposition to! 
criticise General White for his inactiv- 


ity.

George Young was in 
c-harge of the sloop. A bitter cold gale 
was sweeping the bay when the party 
left Bay Shore. 


The distance across the bay to Fire is- 


lautl is about seven milei, and when 
about half, this distance had been accom- 
plished the sloop beoame unmanageable 
and drifted about at the uierty of wind 
and tide. 
The rigging became choked 


with ice, while the deck of the craft was 
like a- skating pond. 
Anchors were 


thrown out, but they failed to hold. 


After nightfall they continued to drift 


about until finally the anchors took hold, 
aud the party found themselves off Little 
Fire island, which is located about a 
uifle and a half northeast of Fire island. 
Here they managed to work the craft in- 
shore/ until she grounded. 
Then both 


niicUors were made fast, and the storm 
bound party proceeded to make them- 
selves comfortable for the night.-' There 
was plenty of provisions aboard the bout, 
but it was bitter cold during the night. 


The Start of the Rencuerii. 


In the meantime the Fiie island life 


saving crew began to get uneasy over the 
nonappearance of the sloop, and they be- 
gan to patrol the beach, looking for traces 
of the craft. On Monday morning one of 
the life savers, through his glasses, caught 
sight of the stranded craft imbedded in 
the ice off Little Fire island. A crew was 
mustered and the lifeboat ran down to 
the nearest point opposite Little Fire is 
land.

There wa» 
also Manger that the Humbler might be 
torn ffroni her berth and cairiod out witl 
the riaek. so prepaiations for abandoning 
the craft «ere made. Quantities of the 
stores and provisions purchased at Bu.\ 
Shore were loaded into the lifeboat and 
embarking, the party suweedt-d in mak- 
ing a landing on Little Fire island. Here 
they took possession of a hut known a^, 
Albin's Chowder House, which is oftet 
used by fishing aud gunning parties. 


There was an abundance of driftwooi 


on the island, aud they soon had a fir 
going. The party spent Monday night 01 
the island, and when the gale subsUlec 
yesterday morning ficfl the channel be 
tween the island and Fire island bend 
began to clear of ice, they got into tin 
lifeboat again and reached Fire 
without difficulty.

Mr. George D. Harvey of North Ber- 


wick, Me., a gallant member of Co I, 
First cavalry, during the ^var of the re- 
bellion, and Joseph B. Curtis of tbis 
city, also a member of the same com- 
pany, and a former tent mate with Mr. 
Harvey, met here last week for the first 
time since May 11, 1864, wten in the 
battle of Ground Squirrel Church, 
on 
the 
South 
Anna 
river,

during 
the 
"Wilderness 
campaign, 


when tbe latter was severely wound- 
ed by a sa'bre cut on the back of 
the neck, and taken prisoner. 
Harvey 


was taken to Audersonville with seven 
others of his company aud but four sur- 
vived the horrors of that prison pen and 
those who did were never able to rejoin 
the con.pany. The reunion of these two 
old veterans was an exceedingly inter- 
esting and pleasant occasion and hours 
were passed in reviewing the eventful 
days of 18(31 to 1865, and the long years 
since elapsed. The story of Harvey's 
wounding and capture was ono of the 
most thrilling episodes of one of the 
sharpest hand to haud cavalry fights of 
the war.
